The original will is dated December 


E I, l.sS.", during the lifetime of his wife. 
Helen 1). Gould. -It made various pro- 
visions for her benefit, which failed of 
effect by reason of her death, Mr. 
Gould, on the 10th day af February, 
ISM), executed the first codicil to his 
will, making such changes as became 
necessary by the death of his wife. A 
second and n third codicil to his will 
were executed on the 21st of November, 
1892. 


Talcing the will and codicils together, 


the following is an accurate and full 
summary of the scheme and provisions 
thereof: 


First, the specific legacies: There is 


given to his sister, Mrs. Northrop, and 
her daughters, the thiec lots of ground 
in Camden, N J., on which his sister 
lives.
